amendment; 3) applicant has not responded to the examiner s notice that the request to correct the 
inventorship in this application is deficient applicant has not indicated that the current 
inventorship is correct but also has not indicated an intention to correct the above- noted 
deficiencies or to file a new request to correct the inventorship; 4) applicant has not responded to 
the objection to the abstract (more than 150 words in length): applicant has neither amended the
